WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  is  good  in  quality  and  sufficient  in 
quantity.  The  whole  of  the  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Ashton,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  District  Joint  Water 
Board. 

No  raw  water  is  supplied  and  there  is  no  evidence  of 
Plumbo  Solvency. 

All  Dwelling  Houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct 
from  water  mains. 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Work  was  commenced  during  the  year  on  the  recon- 
struction of  the  main  sewerage  system  for  the  area. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  closet  accommodation  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
as  follows  : —

10  of  the  pail  closets  are  situated  at  farms,  etc.  where 
there  is  no  sewer  available,  or  on  temporary  building  sites.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  12.72  miles  of  roads  in  the  district  are  divided  into 
four  areas,  and  swept  on  the  beat  system.  All  street 
gullies  are  emptied  quarterly  by  a Mechanical  Gully 
Emptier  hired  from  the  Denton  Urban  District  Council. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

There  are  approximately  4030  moveable  covered  Ashbins 
in  the  District.  There  are  no  Privy  Middens  or  Dry 
Ashpits.  The  work  of  collection  is  carried  out  by  a 20  h.  p. 
all  metal  Bedford  Refuse  Collector  and  one  14  h.p.  Karrier 
Refuse  Collector. 
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DISPOSAL. 


All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  on  low  lying  ground  on  the  boundary  of  the  district.

TENTS,  VANS,  SHEDS,  CAMPING  SITES,  etc. 

The  number  of  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  etc.  in  occupation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  6.  These  were  periodically 
inspected  and  found  in  good  condition. 

No  licences  in  respect  of  Camping  Sites  have  been 
issued  by  the  Local  Authority. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

23  observations  were  made  during  the  year.  Special 
firebars  were  installed  in  one  factory  in  an  endeavour  to 
eradicate  a smoke  nuisance.  Difficulties  were  experienced 
owing  to  the  low  grade  type  of  fuel  being  used. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

7 houses  were  found  to  be  bug  infested  and  were  sprayed 
with  Insecticide,  and/or  fumigated  with  Sulphur  Dioxide. 
Tenants  are  advised  on  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent 
reinfestation,  and  this  has  produced  good  results. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  4 Elementary  Day  Schools  and  1 Grammar 
School  in  the  district. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  fair,  and 
all  have  a good  supply  of  water.

The  number  of  milk  purveyors  (ex- 
cluding cowkeepers)  is  50,  including  45  milk  shops. 

31  visits  were  paid  to  Farms,  and  all  milk  shops  were 
periodically  inspected. 

Two  supplementary  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of 
the  distribution  of  " Pasteurised  Milk.” 

One  dealer’s  licence  for  the  bottling  of  '‘Tuberculin” 
tested  milk,  and  one  licence  in  respect  of  a Pasteurising  plant 
were  issued  in  the  closing  month  of  the  year.
